To Increase Home Demand Here 


One of the important factors in , 
the further @evelopment of this 
area is the proposed’ construction 
of the Kaiser Co. Steel mill to 
twice its present capacity -— and 
observers today expressed the be- 
lief the new project would defin- 
itely stimulate residential con- 
struction in the Upland district. 

Officials of the Kaiser Co. 
would make no prediction as to 
how soon the expanded program 
would get under way and the num- 
ber of | additional employes re- 
quired to operate the vast steel 
fabricating program. 

Residing in this area at pres- 
ent are approximately 300 Kaiser 
Co, families. Doubling of the steel 
mill plant might result in at least 
another 300 families locating here. 
Many new houses have been erect- 
ed as the result of the Kaiser 
plant and the demand for local 
residences and for new houses 
would continue in the light of the 
projected expansion, it is point- 
ed out. 

Announcement of the plans for 


a new $17,000,000 blast furnace 
was recently made after Henry J. 
Kaiser had obtained a contract to 
furnish steel plate for a natural 
gas pipe line from Texas to New 
York. 

The new blast furnace will have 
&@ capacity of 1200 tons of pig iron 
a day—-the same as the present 
blast furnace. 

Immediate plans are being made 
to rush construction of the’ fur- 
nace, additions to the Fontana 
eoke plant, utilities and equip- 
ment on a high speed schedule. 
The steel plate required for the 
pipe line will be produced from 
the increased capacity made pos- 
sible by the second blast furnace 
and the additional open hearth an@ 
other facilities now under con- 
struction. 


Contracts for war supplies kept 
the Kaiser Co. operating through- 
out the war years and the new 
contract assures continued opera- 
tion on a greatly expanded pro- 
gram,
